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Minnesota Rules: Amendments and Additions

NOTICE: How to Follow State Agency Rulemaking in the State Register

The State Register is the official source, and only complete listing, for all state agency rulemaking in its various stages. State agencies are
required to publish notice of their rulemaking action in the State Register. Published every Monday, the State Register makes it easy to follow and
participate in the important rulemaking process. Approximately 75 state agencies have the authority to issue rules. Each agency is assigned specific
Minnesota Rule chapter numbers. Every odd-numbered year the Minnesota Rules are published. This is a ten-volume bound collection of all
adopted rules in effect at the time. Supplements are published to update this set of rules. Proposed and adopted emergency rules do not appear in this
set because of their short-term nature, but are published in the State Register.

If an agency secks outside opinion before issuing new rules or rule amendments, it must publish a NOTICE OF INTENT TO SOLICIT
OUTSIDE OPINION in the Official Notices section of the State Register. When rules are first drafted, state agencies publish them as Proposed
Rules, along with a notice of hearing, or notice of intent to adopt rules without a hearing in the case of noncontroversial rules. This notice asks for
comment on the rules as proposed. Proposed emergency rules and withdrawn proposed rules are also published in the State Register. After proposed
rules have gone through the comment period, and have been rewritten into their final form, they again appear in the State Register as Adopted
Rules. These final adopted rules are not printed in their entirety in the State Register, only the changes made since their publication as Proposed
Rules. To see the full rule, as adopted and in effect, a person simply needs two issues of the State Register, the issue the rule appeared in as pro-
posed, and later as adopted. For a more detailed description of the rulemaking process, see the Minnesota Guidebook to State Agency Services. -

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Adopted Rules

The adoption of a rule becomes effective after the requirements of Minn. Stat. §§14.14-14.28 have been met and five working days after
the rule is published in State Register, unless a later date is required by statutes or specified in the rule.

If an adopted rule is identical to its proposed form as previously published, a notice of adoption and citation to its previous State Register
publication will be printed.

If an adopted rule differs from its proposed form, language which has been deleted will be printed with strikeouts and new language will
be underlined. The rule’s previous State Register publication will be cited.

An emergency rule becomes effective five working days after the approval of the Attorney General as specified in Minn. Stat. §14.33 and
upon the approval of the Revisor of Statutes as specified in §14.36. Notice of approval by the Attorney General will be published as soon as
practicable, and the adopted emergency rule will be published in the manner provided for adopted rules under §14.18.

Adopted Permanent Rules Governing Licensure of Residential Treatment Programs for Children
With Severe Emotional Disturbance

The rules proposed and published at State Register, Volume 19, Number 38, pages 1924-1945, March 20, 1995 (19 SR 1924), are
adopted with the following modifications:

Rules as Adopted
9545.0905 PURPOSE; OUTCOMES.

Subp, 3. Variance. A licensee seeking to provide services not in compliance with parts 9545.0905 to 9545.1125 must first obtain
a variance under the process in part 93543.1020, subpart 5.

9545.0915 APPLICABILITY.

Subpart 1. Applicability. Parts 9545.0905 to 9545.1125 apply to any individual, corporation, limited liability corporation, part-
nership, voluntary association, other organization, or controlling individual that operates a residential treatment program for children
with severe emotional disturbance. ‘

Until the commissiener adopts seperate rules to lieense shelter serviees; Parts 9545.0905 to 9545.1125 apply according to part
9545.1045 to:

9545.0925 DEFINITIONS.

Subp. 14. Family. “Family” has the meaning given in Minnesota Statutes, section 245.4871, subdivision 16, er and, in the case
of an Indian child, means a relationship recognized by the Minnesota Indian family preservation act, Minnesota Statutes, sections
257.35 to 257.3579.

Subp. 20. Informed consent. “Informed consent” means written or documented gral informed consent to the use of a medical
treatment or administration of a medication given voluntarily by a child and a child’s parent or legal representative except in those
rule parts where written informed consent or both written and oral informed consent is specifically required. Consent must be based
upon the disclosure to the child and the child’s parent or legal representative of the information required according to part
9545.1025, subpart 7.

Subp. 32. Psychotropic medication. “Psychotropic medication” means a medication prescribed by a physieian person who may
lawfully prescribe, according to a child’s diagnosis, to treat mental illness and associated behaviors or to control or alter behavior.
The major classes of psychotropic medication are antipsychotic; (neuroleptic), antidepressant, antianxiety, antimania, stimulant, and
sedative/hypnotic. Other miscellaneous classes of medication are considered to be psychotropic medication when they are specifi-
cally prescribed to treat a mental illness or to alter behavior based on a child’s diagnosis.

9545.0935 CONDITIONS OF LICENSURE PROHIBITION AGAINST UNLICENSED SERVICES.

No person, corporation, limited liability corporation, partnership, voluntary association, controiling individual, or other organiza-
tion can provide residential treatment services to children with severe emotional disturbance unless licensed by the commissioner
under parts 9545.0905 to 9545.1125, according to the licensing requirements of parts 9543.1000 to 9543.1060.

9545.0945 PROGRAM AND SERVICE STANDARDS.

Subpart 1. Program capability. An applicant or license holder must offer the following services scheduled at accessible times
which are appropriate to the child’s age or level of functioning to support achieving the following outcomes:
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Adopted Rules

C. medication education designed to have the child and family understand:

(2) the physical, emotional, or behavioral changes resulting from the child’s use, misuse, or refusal to use psychotropic
medications prescribed. The person who provides medication education must be licensed as a registered nurse, pharmacist, or
fieensed physician;

G. vocational skills development services designed to prepare the child for the world of work by exploring the importance of
such areas as use of time, acting responsibly, and working within the goal of an organization. Persons providing these services must
be at least mental health practitioners or must be child care workers supervised by a mental health practitioner. The license holder
may make vocational skills development services available to the child through the school district either on the program’s campus
of at a site provided by the school district. The license holder shall coordinate vocational skill development services with the child’s
secondary transition plan developed by the school according to part 3525.2950;

Subp. 4. Emergency medical, mental health, and dental services. The license holder must have a system for meeting emer-
gency medical, mental health, and dental needs of the children. The license holder’s access system must assure eentact with be
capable of getting a telephone or in-person response from a mental health professional, or a physician, within 30 minutes after the
emergency is identified.

9545.0985 CRITERIA FOR CONTINUED STAY, DISCHARGE, AND DISCHARGE PLANNING.

Subp. 2.. Discharge criteria. The license holder must have discharge criteria required by Minnesota Statutes, section 245.4882,
subdivision 4. Discharge criteria must include at least the following conditions:

A. the child is et feast 18 years old;

Subp. 3. Discharge planning criteria. At least 30 days prior to discharge the treatment team must develop a discharge plan con-
sistent with Minnesota Statutes, section 245.4882, subdivisions 3 and 4. Discharge services must be coordinated with the child’s
individual family community support plan, individual education plan, and family reunification plan, if applicable. For children who
are from a racial or cultural minority group, the plan must be developed with advice from a special mental health consultant. The
plan must state:

D. the recommendations for the continuing care and treatment of a child with serieus and persistent mental illness severe
emotional disturbance or other needs, who is being discharged because the child has reached the child’s 18th birthday.

9545.0995 STANDARDS GOVERNING USE OF RESTRICTIVE TECHNIQUES AND PROCEDURES.

Subp. 5. Standards governing emergency use of physical holding. A license holder must use physical holding only under the
conditions in this subpart. The license holder must have the approval of a mental health professional at the time of the incident if
seeking the approval of the mental health professional does not continue er inerease the likelihood of harm to the patient or others.
The license holder must also have prior authorization of a physician, psychiatrist, or mental health professional in the child’s file.
Less restrictive measures must be ineffective or not feasible. Staff members using physical holding must be trained in using physi-
cal holding. The standards in items A to E must be met when a program uses physical holding with a child.

Subp. 8. Administrative review. The program administrator or the administrator’s designee must complete an administrative
review within one working day after the emergency use of physical holding or isolation. The administrative review must be con-
ducted by someone other than a person actually involved in the incident or the person’s immediate supervisor. The record of the
administrative review must state whether:

9545,1025 USE OF PSYCHOTROPIC MEDICATIONS.

Subpart 1. Conditions governing use of psychotropic medications. When psychotropic medications are administered to a
child in a facility licensed under parts 9545.0905 to 9545.1125, the license holder is responsible for seeing that the conditions in
items A to C are met.

B. The license holder must document the following in the child’s individual treatment plan:
(3) the criteria to prempt cause review by the physician for possible dosage increase, and decrease, or medication discon-
tinuation.

Subp. 2. Monitoring side effects. The license holder must monitor for side effects if a child is prescribed psychotropic medica-
tion and must have the prescribing physician or a pharmacist list possible side effects. The license holder under the direction of a

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lieensed registered nurse or physician must document and check for side effects at least weekly for the first month after a child
begins taking a new psychotropic medication or an increased dose of a currently-used psychotropic medication and at least quar-
terly thereafter. In addition to appropriate physical or laboratory assessments as determined by the physician, standardized check-
lists or rating scales such as the Monitoring of Side Effects Scale (MOSES), Systematic Assessment for Treatment Emergent
Effects (SAFTEE) or other scales developed for a specific drug or drug class must be used as monitoring tools. The license holder
must provide the assessments to the physician for review.

Subp. 4. Standards governing administration of psychotropic medications. An employee other than a physician, registered
nurse, or licensed practical nurse who is responsible for medication assistance must provide a certificate verifying successful com-
. pletion of a trained medication aide program for unlicensed personnel offered through a post-secondary institution or shall be
trained according to a formalized training program offered by the license holder, which must be taught and supervised by a regis-
tered nurse to provide medication assistance. The specific medication administration training provided by a registered nurse to unli-
censed personnel must be documented and placed in the unlicensed employees’ personnel records. A registered nurse must provide
consultation and review of the license holder’s administration of medications at least weekly. The consultation shall review the
license holder’s compliance with subparts 5 and 6.

Subp. 5. Psychotropic medication review. If a child is prescribed a psychotropic medication, the license holder must conduct a
psychotropic medication review as frequently as required by the physician, but at least monthly for the first six months and at least
quarterly thereafter. The license holder must consider and document the following items at the quarterly review and provide the
information to the physician for review:

F. the status of the child’s goals in the individual treatment plan and whether the effect of psychotropic medication on these
goals are adversely effected by the psyehetropie medieation; and ,
Subp. 6. Informed consent. The license holder must obtain informed consent before any nonemergency administration of psy-
chotropic medication. To the extent possible, the child shall be informed and involved in the decision-making.

D. Informed consent is not necessary in an emergency situation where the physician determines that the psychotropic medica-
tion is needed to prevent serious and immediate physical harm to the individual or others. In the event of the emergency use of psy-
chotropic medication, the license holder must: :

(1) inform and document that the individual authorized to give consent was informed orally and in writing within 24
hours of gor on the first working day after the emergency use of the medication;

Subp. 8. Refusal to consent to administration of psychotropic medication. If the authorized person refuses consent for a psy-
chotropic medication, the conditions in items A to C apply.

C. Refusal to consent to use of a specific psychotropic medieatiens medication in and of itself is not grounds for discharge.
Any decision to discharge a child shall be reached only after the alternatives to the specific psychotropic medication have been
attempted and only after an administrative review of the proposed discharge has occurred.

9545.1035 TREATMENT IN A SETTING WITH SECURE CAPACITY.

Subp. 2. Limitations on admissions to a residential mental health program offering treatment in a setting with secure
capacity. Before accepting a child for admission to a residential mental health program offering treatment in a setting with secure
capacity, the license holder must determine that the child meets the following criteria:

B. the child has an individual treatment plan which:

(6) is reviewed weekly by the program director to determine the level of treatment needed, unless the child’s individual
treatment plan specifically states that the child’s prognosis or court imposed conditions merit review of the plan at less frequent
intervals, In any case, the interval for the review of the individual treatment plan may not exceed the 90-day review required in part
9545,0975, subpart 2.

9545.1045 SHELTER SERVICES.

Subpart 1. Applicability of subparts 2 to 10. Ustil the eommissioner adopts riles speeifieally developed to govern the licen-
sure of shelter services available to children in a variety of residential settings; The requirements in this part apply to shelter services
provided by a residential treatment program licensed under parts 9545.0905 to 9545.1125. The number of beds that a license holder
designates for shelter services must be specified in the application for licensure and on the program license.

Subp. 4. Physical examination. Within 24 hours of admitting a child to shelter services, the license holder must arrange for a
qualified professional as specified in items A to D to conduct a basic health screening to determine whether the child needs a phys-
ical examination by a licensed physician or dental examination by a dentist. If the need is determined, the license holder is respen-

sible for maling must potify the child’s case manager of the need to make an appointment with a licensed physician or dentist to
complete the required examination within three working days of admission. A qualified professional is:
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Subp. 8. Individual stabilization plan. Within five working days after a child is admitted, the license holder must complete an
individual stabilization plan and reeommend & diseharge plen for the child. The stabilization plan must be based on the license
holder’s assessment of the child’s needs and must include a schedule for meeting the needs and the name of the person or agency
responsible for meeting the needs.

Subp. 9. Discharge recommendations. The discharge requirements of this subpart may be used in lieu of discharge require-
ments contained in part 9545.0985 for a child who is receiving shelter care services under this part.

A. The license holder must prepare discharge recommendations for a child residing in shelter more than five ten days. The
discharge recommendations must address the services, supports, and referrals necessary to return the child to the family when pos-
sible or to another setting as an alternative to the family. In addition to the discharge summary required under part 9545.0985,
subpart 6, the license holder must forward all medical, behavior, and incident notes regarding the child to the child’s subsequent
caregiver or county case manager.

B. If a child is in a shelter facility less than five ten days, the license holder must prepare a discharge summary which, at a
minimum, meets the requirement of part 9545.0985, subpart 6, item E.

Subp. 10. Limitations on length of stay. The license holder must apply for a variance according to part 9545:8935 9545.0905,
subpart 3, to retain a child in shelter care beyond 90 days. If a child must remain in the shelter longer than 30 days, the treatment
team must review the necessity of the child remaining in the facility and consider alternative placement plans. The license holder
must document the reason for not including a member of the treatment team in the review process. The determination of the treat-
ment team must be placed in the child’s file and a copy sent to the entity placing the child in the program.

9545.1065 PERSONNEL POLICIES AND PROCEDURES.

Subpart 1. Policy requirements. The license holder must have written personnel policies that are available to all employees.
The personnel policies must:

A. comply with federal, state, and local laws and regulations;
B. assure that empleyee retention; prometion; job assigament; o pay the employee’s terms and conditions of employment are
not affected by a good faith communication between an employee and the Minnesota Department of Health, the Minnesota

Department of Human Services, or other agencies investigating complaints regarding a child’s rights, treatment, alleged maltreat-
ment, health, or safety concemns;

Subp. 2. Recruitment. The license holder must have a written plan for recruiting and employing staff members who are fepre-
sentative knowledgeable regarding the issues of the racial, cultural, and ethnic groups, and sex of the population served by the
program.

9545.1085 STAFF QUALIFICATIONS.

Subp. 2. Administrator. The license holder must designate an individual as administrator. The administrator must have at least
a bachelor’s degree in the behavioral sciences, health administration, public administration, or a related field such as special educa-’
tion or education administration. The administrator must be responsible for ongoing operation of the program, and maintenance
and upkeep of the facility.

Subp. 3. Program director. The license holder must designate an individual as program director. The program must have at
least one program director for every 50 children receiving program services. The positions of program director and administrator
may be filled by the same person if the person meets the qualifications in items A and B. The program director must have the qual-
ifications described in items A and B:

B. one year of experience or training in program administration and supervision of staff.

Persons who do not meet the qualifications in this part, but were employed on January 1, 1994, as administrators and program
directors in programs licensed under parts 9545.0900 to 9545.1090, will be considered qualified for these positions until July 1,

1999 2001.
9545.1105 INDIVIDUAL STAFF DEVELOPMENT.

Subp. 2. Amount of annual training. The license holder shall ensure that all staff who provide, supervise, or directly adminis-
ter program services complete the amount of training specified in this part.

“Corrective action management unit” or “CAMU” means an area
within a facility that is designated by the commissioner under parts 7045.0545 and 7045.0546, for the purpose of implementing cor-
rective action requirements under part 7045.0275, subpart 3, or 7045.0485 and, or RCRA, section 3008(h). CAMUs typically
consist of land-based units such as, but not limited to, waste piles, landfills, or surface impoundments approved by the commis-
sioner. A CAMU shall only be used for the management of remediation wastes pursuant to implementing such corrective action
requirements at the facility.

The rules proposed and published at State Register, Volume 19, Number 30, pages 1542-1580, January 23, 1995 (19 SR 1542),
are adopted with the following modifications:

Rules as Adopted
7045.0020 DEFINITIONS.

Subp. 34a. Hazardous waste fuel. “Hazardous waste fuel” means a hazardous waste that is burned for energy recovery and
includes fuel that is produced from hazardous waste by processing, blending, or other treatment, except for those blended fuels
described as used oil in part 7045.0800.

Subp. 100a. Used oil. “Used oil” means any oil which has been refined from crude oil or any synthetic oil derived from coal,
shale, or polymer or nonpolymer base, that has been used as a lubricant, heat transfer fluid, hydraulic fluid, or for similar uses, and
as a result of such use has become contaminated by physical or chemical impurities. Lubricants include, but are not limited to
motor oil, greases, metalworking lubricants including aqueous metalworking lubricants containing petroleum oil, emulsions, and
refrigerant oils. Heat transfer fluids include, but are not limited to, coolants, heating media, and electrical insulation oils. Hydraulic
fluids include, but are not limited to, transmission fluids, power steering fluids, and brake fluids. Virgin oils of the types described
in this subpart that are intentionally disposed in solid waste, or in or on the land or waters of the state before being used for their
original intended purpose are used oil. Used oil does not include: petroleum-based products used as solvents; product fuels; ethyl-
ene and propylene glycol antifreeze; wastewater from which used oil has been recovered to the extent possible; used oil residues
and sludges generated from used oil storage, processing, and rerefining that are not usable as used oil fuel and are not able to be
processed into used oil fuel; and virgin oil that is unintentionally disposed. Other terms related to used oil are defined in part
7045.0790.

Subp. 100b. Used oil filter. “Used oil filter”” means a device attached to a vehicle, machine, or piece of equipment used for
removing contaminants from Jubricating oil that as a result of being used has become contaminated with oil and other contaminants.

Subp. 100c. Used oil fuel. “Used oil fuel” means used oil that is burned for energy recovery, and includes fuel produced from
used oil by processing, blending, or other treatment, except for those blended fuels described as hazardous waste in part 7045.0800.

7045.0125 MANAGEMENT OF WASTE BY USE, REUSE, RECYCLING, AND RECLAMATION.

Used oil that is recycled by reuse, rerefining, reclamation, reprocessing, or
burning for energy recovery, is subject only to parts 7045.0790 to 7945:6995 7045,0990, unless otherwise specified in that part.
“Bumning for energy recovery” means the combustion of used oil with a heating value of over 5.000 Btus per pound to recover an
energy value from jt, Used oil that is not recycled is hazardous waste and is subject to this chapter and chapter 7046.

Subp. 5. Requirements for use of hazardous waste as feedstock.

A. Except as provided in items B to D, hazardous wastes that are shown to be recycled by being used in a manner specified in
subitems (1) to (3), are not subject to regulation under parts 7045.0205 to 7845-6993 7045.0990 and 7045.1300 to 7045.1380. This
subpart does not apply to wastes being accumulated speculatively as defined in part 7045.0020, subpart 84a, or being managed by
use constituting disposal as regulated under part 7045.0665 or burning for energy recovery, as regulated in part 7045.0692.
Hazardous wastes are considered to be used as feedstock if they are:

Subp. 7. Generator requirements. Unless exempted specifically in this part or parts 7045.0790 to 7945-6995 7045.0990, a gen-
erator of hazardous waste that is destined for recycling is subject to the requirements of parts 7045.0205 to 7045.0320.

Subp. 8. Transporter requirements. Unless exempted specifically in this part or parts 7045.0790 to F645-0995 7045,0990,
transporters of hazardous waste destined for recycle are subject to the requirements of parts 7045.0351 to 7045.0397.

Subp. 9. Facility requirements. Unless exempted specifically in this part or parts 7045.0692 and 7045.0790 to 6450595
7045.0990, owners or operators of facilities which recycle hazardous waste are subject to the following requirements:

Subp. 5. PCB wastes. Requirements for PCB wastes are as follows:

B. Used oil that exhibits a characteristic of hazardous waste as identified in part 7045.0131, provided that it has not been
intentionally mixed with a characteristic hazardous waste, and is regulated as a used oil fuel in parts 7045.0790 to 7945-0995
1045.0990.

E. Used oil being burned for energy recovery as regulated in parts 7045.0790 to 7845-8995 7045.0990.

7045.0790 DEFINITIONS.

Subpart 1. Scope. The following terms used in parts 7045.0790 to 7845-0995 7045.0990 have the meanings given them in this
part. Terms defined in part 7045.0020 have the same meanings when used in parts 7045.0790 to 7045-0995 7045,0990. The terms
“used oil” and “used oil filters” are defined in part 7045.0020.

Subp. 19. Used oil transfer facility. “Used oil transfer facility” means any transportation-related facility, including loading
docks, parking areas, storage areas, or other areas, where shipments of used oil are held for more than 24 hours, but not longer than
35 days during the normal course of transportation or prior to an activity performed pursuant to part 7045-0853 7045.0855, subpart

' 81, item B. Used oil trensfer faeilities are subjeet to part 7045-0875-

7045.0795 APPLICABILITY.

Parts 7045.0790 to 7845-6995 7045.,0990 identify those materials that are and are not subject to regulation as used oil under parts
7045.0790 to 7045-6995 7045.0990. For reporting purposes, the waste eede number for used oil and wastes subjeet to regulation as
used oH that ere is not intended for recycling or that is managed as hazardous waste is M40 the appropriate hazardous waste
number for any waste listed in part 7045.0135 contained in the used oil, the appropriate hazardous waste number for any hazardous
waste characteristic of part 7045.0131 the used oil displays. or. if no other waste numbers are applicable, MNO4. Parts 7045.0790
to 7645-6995 7045,0990 also identify parties who are subject to the requirements of parts 7045.0790 to 7845-0995 7045.0990 for
the used oil activities they perform, and the requirements they must follow.

7045.0800 MIXTURES OF USED OIL AND HAZARDOUS WASTE.

Subp. 3. Rebuttable presumption of mixing. Except as provided in items A end B to C, used oil containing more than 1,000
ppm total halogens is presumed to have been mixed with a halogenated hazardous waste listed in part 7045.0135, and thus is subject
to regulation as a listed hazardous waste. Persons may rebut this presumption by demonstrating that the used oil does not contain
hazardous waste. Demonstration must either involve applying knowledge of the source of halogens or the use of an analytical
method from SW-846, Edition I, (such as method 8648 8010A or 8021) as incorporated by reference in part 7045.0065, to show
that the used oil does not contain greater than 100 ppm of any individual halogenated hazardous constituent listed in part
7045.0139.

A. Metalworking oils and fluids containing chlorinated paraffins processed through a tolling arrangement described in part
7045.0855, subpart $ 4, item B, are not presumed to be mixed with halogenated hazardous waste listed in part 7045.0135.

C. Used oil contaminated with household waste exempt from regulation as hazardous waste by part 7045,0120, subpart 1.
item A, is regulated as used oil under parts 7045.0790 to 7045.0990. The source of contaminants in the used oil must be shown to
be from a household source for the used oil to gualify for this exemption,

Subp. 4. Characteristic waste. Mixtures of used oil and hazardous waste that solely exhibits one or more of the hazardous
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waste characteristics identified in part 7045.0131 and mixtures of used oil and hazardous waste that is listed in part 7045.0135
solely because it exhibits one or more of the characteristics of hazardous waste identified in part 7045.0131 are subject to:

A. except as provided in items B; & and B C, regulation as hazardous waste under this chapter, rather than as used oil under
parts 7045.0790 to 7645-6995 7045,0990;
B. except as provided in #tems jtem C and D, regulation as used oil under parts 7045.0790 to #045-:6995 7045.0990 and regu-

lation under the land disposal restrictions of parts 7045.1300 to 7045,1380, if the resultant mixture does not exhibit any characteris-
tic of hazardous waste identified in part 7045.0131; or

C. regulation a3 used oi under parts 7045-0790 te 7045-0995; if the mixture 15 of used oH and a waste whieh is hazerdous
ignitability under part 7045-:0131; subpart 2: of

B- regulation as used oil under parts 7045.0790 to 7845-6995 7045.0990 if the following conditions are met:
7045.0805 WASTE CONTAINING OR CONTAMINATED WITH USED OIL.

A. Waste contaminated with used oil that is destined for disposal is subject to evaluation under part 7845-8434 parts

7045.0102 to 7045.0143 to determine if it is hazardous waste, and subsequent the appropriate solid or hazardous waste management
standards based on the results of the evaluation, unless the waste is:

(1) recycled as used oil under parts 7045.0790 to 7845-6995 7045.0990; and

C. Used oil drained or removed from waste contaminated with used oil is subject to regulation as used oil under parts
7045.0790 to 7045-0995 7045,0990.

D. Generators of waste contaminated with used oil that is recycled according to this part are subject to part 7045.0855, sub-
parts 2; 3s and $ 4, and if burning waste on-site, subpart 4 3.

E. This part does not apply to used oil filters recycled under the scrap metal exemption of pa& 7045.0125, subpart 4, item C,
and the requirements of part 7945-8995 7045.0990.

7045.0810 MIXTURES OF USED OIL WITH FUEL PRODUCTS AND REUSE OF USED OIL.

A. Except as provided in items B and C, mixtures of used oil and fuels or other fuel products are subject to regulation as used
oil under parts 7045.0790 to 7045-6995 7045,0990.

B. Mixtures of used oil and diesel fuel mixed on-site by the generator of the used oil for use in the generator’s own vehicles
are not subject to regulation as used oil under parts 7045.0790 to 7845-6995 7045.0990 once the used oil and diesel fuel have been
mixed. Prior to mixing, the used oil is subject to the requirements of part 7045.0855.

C. Persons intending to use used oil or materials contaminated with used oil either as an ingredient in a product or as a product
used in a dissimilar manner from the original intended use of the oil must submit information to the commissioner:

(1) explaining how the product will be used in a manner that does not constitute jmproper disposal under part 7045.0845;
and

(2) proving that the product will not exhibit the toxicity characteristic of part 7045.0131, subpart 7, such as proof that the
used oil used in the product does not exhibit the toxicity characteristic. Additional proof must be submitted to the commissioner if

the source or nature of the used oil used in the product or as the product changes in a manner that may cause the product to exhibit
the toxicity characteristic.

7045.0815 MATERIALS DERIVED FROM USED OIL.

A. Materials that are reclaimed from used oil that are used beneficially and are not burned for energy recovery or used in a
manner constituting disposal, for example, rerefined lubricants, are considered to be a product and are:

(1) not used oil and thus not subject to parts 7045.0790 to 7845-6995 7045.0990; and

B. Materials produced from used oil that are burned for energy recovery (used oil fuels) are subject to regulation as used oil
under parts 7045.0790 to 7845-8995 7045.0990, unless the materials meet the fuel specifications of part 7045.0840.

C. Materials derived from used oil that are disposed of or used in a manner constituting disposal are:

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(1) not used oil and thus not subject to parts 7045.0790 to 7645-8995 7045.0990; and
7045.0820 WASTEWATER.

Wastewater, the discharge of which is subject to regulation under either section 307(b) or 402 of the Clean Water Act, including
wastewaters at facilities which have eliminated the discharge of wastewaters, contaminated with de minimis quantities of used oil
are not subject to the requirements of parts 7045.0790 to 7645-6995 7045.0990. For purposes of this part, “de minimis quantities of
used oil” means unintentional, unavoidable small spills, leaks, or drippings from pumps, machinery, pipes, and other similar equip-
ment during normal operations or small amounts of used oil lost to the wastewater treatment systems during washing or draining
operations. This exception does not apply if the used oil is discarded intentionally or as a result of abnormal manufacturing opera-
tions resulting in substantial leaks, spills, or other releases, or to used oil recovered from wastewaters. Wastewater from which used

oil has been removed 1o the extent possible is not subject to the requirements of parts 7045.0790 to 7045.0990,

7045.0825 USED OIL INTRODUCED INTO CRUDE OIL PIPELINES OR A PETROLEUM REFINING FACIL-
ITY.

A. Used oil mixed with crude oil or natural gas liquids (for example, in a production separator or crude oil stock tank) for
insertion into a crude oil pipeline is exempt from the requirements of parts 7045.0790 to 7845-8995 7045,0990. The used oil is
subject to the requirements of parts 7045.0790 to 7845-:099S 7045.0990 prior to the mixing of used oil with crude oil or natural gas
liquids.

B. Mixtures of used oil and crude oil or natural gas liquids containing less than one percent used oil that are being stored or
transported to a crude oil pipeline or petroleum refining facility for insertion into the refining process at a point prior to crude distil-
lation or catalytic cracking are exempt from the requirements of parts 7045.0790 to 7845-:0995

C. Used oil that is inserted into the petroleum refining facility process before crude distillation or catalytic cracking without
prior mixing with crude oil is exempt from the requirements of parts 7045.0790 to 7645:0995 7045.0990, provided that the used oil
constitutes less than one percent of the crude oil feed to any petroleum refining facility process unit at any given time. Prior to
insertion into the petroleum refining facility process, the used oil is subject to the requirements of parts 7045.0790 to 7845-8995
7045.0990.

D. Except as provided in item E, used oil that is introduced into a petroleum refining facility process after crude distillation or
catalytic cracking is exempt from the requirements of parts 7045.0790 to 7845-0995 7045.0990 only if the used oil meets the speci-
fications of part 7045.0840. Prior to insertion into the petroleum refining facility process, the used oil is subject to the requirements
of parts 7045.0790 to 7845-8995 7045,0990.

E. Used oil that is incidentally captured by a hydrocarbon recovery system or wastewater treatment system as part of routine
process operations at a petroleum refining facility process is exempt from the requirements of parts 7045.0790 to 7845-0995
7045.0990. This exemption does not extend to used oil which is intentionally introduced into a hydrocarbon recovery system, for
example, by pouring collected used oil into the wastewater treatment system.

E. Tank bottoms from stock tanks containing exempt mixtures of used oil and crude oil. or patural gas liquids, are exempt
from parts 7045.0790 to 7045.0990,

7045.0830 USED OIL ON VESSELS.

Used oil generated on vessels from normal shipboard operations is not subject to parts 7045.0790 to 7045-8995 7045.0990 until it
is transported ashore.

7045.0835 USED OIL CONTAINING PCBS.

A. In addition to the requirements of parts 7045.0790 to 7845:6995 7045,0990, marketers and burners of used oil who market
used oil containing at least two ppm PCBs are subject to the requirements of Code of Federal Regulations, title 40, section
761.20(e), as amended.

7045.0840 USED OIL SPECIFICATIONS.

A. Used oil burned for energy recovery, and any fuel produced from used oil by processing, blending, or other treatment, is
subject to regulation under parts 7045.0790 to 7845-0995 7045.0990 unless it is shown not to exceed any of the allowable levels in
#tems jtem B end €. Once used oil that is to be burned for energy recovery has been shown not to exceed any of the specifications
in items item B end € and the person making that showing complies with part 7045.0895, subparts 4, 5, and 6, item B, the used oil
is considered on-specification used oil and is no longer subject to the buming requirements of parts 7045.0790 to 7045-:6995
7045.0990. Used oil to be burned as on-specification used oil must be shown to meet the specifications of items jtem B and € at
least once per source. Additional evaluation is not required unless the source of the used oil changes in some manner that may
cause used oil from that source to exceed the specifications of item B.
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B. Used oil to be burned for energy recovery is considered on-specification if it does not exceed any of the following allow-
able levels; exeept as provided in item C:

Subp. 2. Burning limitations. Persons shall bum off-specification used oil fuel for energy reeovery in only the following
devices:

B. boilers, as defined in part 7045.0020, subpart 6a, items C and D, or used oil-fired burning units provided the burner meets
the requirements of part 7045.0855, subpart 4 3; es ‘

C. hazardous waste incinerators subject to regulation under parts 7045.0542 and 7045.0640; or

D. marine and diesel engines.
7045.0855 STANDARDS FOR USED OIL GENERATORS.

Subpart 1. Applicability. Except as provided in items A to C, this part applies to all used oil generators, owners and operators of
do-it-yourselfer used oil collection centers, owners and operators of used oil collection centers, and owners and operators of used oil
aggregation points. All of these parties may accept do-it-yourselfer used oil.

A. Do-it-yourselfer used oil generators are not subject to parts 7045.0790 to 7645-6995 7045.0990.

C. Farmers who generate an average of no more than 25 gallons per month of used oil from vehicles or machinery used on the
farm in a calendar year are not subject to the requirements of parts 7045.0790 to 76456995 7045.0990, except for parts 7045.0845,
subpart 1, and 7645-0995 70450990, subpart 2.

Subp. 2. [Withdrawn at 20 SR 2371
Subp. 3 2. Storage.

C. Used oil generators shall not store used oil in units other than containers or tanks and must ensure that the following
requirements for containers and tanks are met. Containers and tanks used to store used oil at generator sites must be in good condi-
tion and not leaking. Containers must be closed, except for containers that receive used oil directly from used oil filter crushing
equipment or ojl and water separation equipment. Containers must be placed on a surface that js reasonably impervious to used oil.
Containers, aboveground tanks, and fill pipes of underground tanks used to store used oil at generator sites must be marked with the
words “Used Oil.”

Subp. 4 3. On-site burning in small burning units designed to burn used oil. Generators who store used oil in vessels directly
connected to burning units shall comply with article 61 of the Minnesota Uniform Fire Code, as incorporated by reference in part
7510.3310. Generators may burn used oil in burning units designed to burn used oil provided that:

Subp. $ 4. Off-site shipments. Except as provided in items A and B, generators must ensure that their used oil is transported
only by transporters who have obtained EPA identification numbers.

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C. Used oil generators must keep records, for example, receipts or a log, of every shipment of used oil leaving the generator
site. Records for each shipment must include the quantity of used oil shipped, the date of the shipment, and the name and EPA iden-
tification number of the transporter, if applicable. Used oil generators must maintain these records at the generator site or at the
offices of the generator for sites that are not staffed by the generator for a minimum of three years from the date of shipment.

Subp. 6 5. Hazardous waste mixing.

A. Generators shall not mix hazardous waste with used oil, except as provided in part 7045.0800. The rebuttable presumption
of part 7045.0800, subpart 3, applies to used oil managed by generators.

Subp. # 6. Closure.

A. Owners and eperaters Generators who store or process used oil in aboveground tanks must fo the extent practical, at
closure of the tank system, remove or decontaminate visible residues in tanks, contaminated containment system components, con-
taminated soils, and structures and equipment contaminated with used oil and manage them as hazardous waste unless the materials
are not hazardous waste under parts 7045.0102 to 7045.0143. ¥ the ewner or operator demenstrates that not all contaminated soils
eat be practieably remeved or decontaminated as required in this item; then the owner or operator must elose the tank system and
perforin postelesure eere in accordance with the closure and pestelosure eare requirements of part 7045-0638; subpart 4; that apply
to hazardous waste landfills:

Subp. & 7. Other applicable provisions. Used oil generators who conduct the following activities are subject to the require-
ments of other applicable provisions of parts 7045.0790 to 7045-0995 7045.0990 as indicated in items A to D.

A. Generators who transport used oil, except under subpart 5 4, item A, must also comply with part 7045.0865.

B. Except as provided in this item, generators who process or rerefine used oil must also comply with part 7045.0875.
Generators or agents of generators who perform the following activities are not processors provided the used oil is generated on site
and i3 Aot being sent off site to & burner of on-speeification or off-speeifieation used oil fuel: on-site filtering, cleaning, or other-
wise reconditioning used oil before on site reuse by the generator; separating used oil from wastewater generated on site to make the
wastewater acceptable for discharge or reuse pursuant to section 307(b) or 402 of the Clean Water Act or other applicable federal or
state regulations governing the management or discharge of wastewaters; using oil mist collectors to remove small droplets of used
oil from in-plant air to make plant air suitable for continued recirculation; draining or otherwise removing used oil from materials
containing or otherwise contaminated with used oil in order to remove excessive il to the extent possible pursuant to part
7045.0805; and filtering, separating, or otherwise reconditioning used oil before burning in accordance with subpart 4 3.

C. Generators who burn off-specification used oil for energy recovery, except under the on-site burner provisions of subpart 4
3 must also comply with part 7045.0885.

7045.0865 STANDARDS FOR USED OIL TRANSPORTERS AND TRANSFER FACILITIES.
Subpart 1. Applicability. Except as provided in this subpart, this part applies to all used oil transporters.

B. This part does not apply to generators who transport shipments of used oil in accordance with part 7045.0855, subpart 5 4,
item A,

C. This part does not apply to transportation of do-it-yourselfer used oil to a regulated used oil generator, collection center,
aggregation point, processor/rerefiner, or bumer subject to the requirements of parts 7045.0790 to 7845-099S 7045,0990. Except as
provided in items A and B, this part does apply to transportation of collected do-it-yourselfer used oil from regulated used oil gen-
erators, collection centers, aggregation points, or other facilities where do-it-yourselfer used oil is collected.

7045.0875 STANDARDS FOR USED OIL PROCESSORS AND REREFINERS.

Subp. 3. Preparedness and prevention. Owners and operators of used oil processing and rerefining facilities must comply with
the requirements in this subpart:

G. Owners and operators of used oil processing and rerefining facilities must comply with the requirements described in this
item.

(2) The contingency plan must describe the actions facility personnel must take to comply with subitems (1) and (6) in
response to fires, explosions or any unplanned release of used oil to air, soil, or surface water at the facility. If the owner or opera-
tor has already prepared a Spill Prevention, Control, and Countermeasures (SPCC) Plan in accordance with Code of Federal
Regulations, title 40, part 112 or 1510, as amended, a prevention and response plan under Minnesota Statutes, chapter 115E, or
some other emergency or contingency plan, the owner or operator need only amend that plan to incorporate used oil management
provisions that are sufficient to comply with the requirements of parts 7045.0790 to 7845-8995 7045.0990. The plan must describe
arrangements agreed to by local police departments, fire departments, hospitals, contractors, and state and local emergency response
teams to coordinate emergency services, pursuant to item F. The plan must list the up-to-date names, addresses, and telephone
numbers, both office and home, of all persons qualified to act as emergency coordinator. Where more than one person is listed, one
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must be named as primary emergency coordinator and others must be listed in the order in which they will assume responsibility as
alternates. The plan must include an up-to-date list of all emergency equipment at the facility, where this equipment is required. In
addition, the plan must include the location and a physical description of each item on the list and its capabilities. The plan must
include an evacuation plan for facility personnel where there is a possibility that evacuation could be necessary. This plan must
describe signals to be used to begin evacuation, evacuation routes, and alternate evacuation routes.

Subp. 4. Rebuttable presumption for used oil.

C. If the used oil contains at least 1,000 ppm total halogens, it is presumed to be a hazardous waste because it has been mixed
with halogenated hazardous waste listed in part 7045.0135. The used oil processor/rerefiner may rebut the presumption by demon-
strating that the used oil does not contain hazardous waste as allowed for in part 7045.0800, subpart 2 3.

Subp. 7. Tracking.

A. Used oil processors/rerefiners must keep a record of each used oil shipment accepted for processing/rerefining. These
records may take the form of a log, invoice, manifest, bill of lading, or other shipping documents. Records for each shipment must
include the following information:

(3) the EPA identification number of the transporter who delivered the used oil o the used oj] processor/rerefiner;

Subp. 11. Other applicable provisions. Used oil processors/rerefiners who conduct the following activities are also subject to
the requirements of other applicable provisions of parts 7045.0790 to 7043-:0995 7045.0990 as follows:

C. except for used oil processors/rerefiners that burn used oil in an on-site burning unit that meets the requirements of part
7045.0855, subpart 4 3, or that burn used oil for purposes of processing used oil (which is considered burning incidentally to used
oil processing), used oi! processors/rerefiners who bumn off-specification used oil for energy recovery must also comply with part
7045.0885; and

7045.0885 STANDARDS FOR USED OIL BURNERS WHO BURN OFF-SPECIFICATION USED OIL FOR
ENERGY RECOVERY.

Parts 7045.1300 to 7045.1380 identifies identify hazardous wastes that are restricted from land dis-
posal and defines those limited circumstances under which an otherwise prohibited waste may continue to be land disposed.

BC, subitem (3), and subpart 4, are effective January 1, 1996.

Adopted Permanent Rules Relating to School Bus Safety

The rules proposed and published at State Register, Volume 19, Number 50, pages 2362-2366, June 12, 1995 (19 SR 2362), are
adopted with the following modifications:

Rules as Adopted
7470.1000 OPERATION OF TYPE A, B, C, AND D SCHOOL BUSES.

Subpart 1. Application. Parts 7470.1000 to 7470.1700 govern the operation of Type A, B, C, and D school buses used for trans-

porting seheet ehildren pupils to or from school or school-related activities when the buses are owned and operated by a school dis-
trict or ponpublic school, or privately owned and operated under a contract or agreement with a school district or nonpublic school.

Subp. 2. Transportation of pupils. Only pupils assigned to the sehool bus by the sehool board or designated administrative
officer of the sehoel distriet may be transperted at distriet expense:

Pupils are not to be evicted from the bus along the route for a breach of discipline. All breaches of discipline must be reported by
the bus driver to the administrative effieer authorized person.

The entrance door must be closed at all times when transporting pupils and the bus is in motion.

All buses must load and unload in the right lane of the roadway, at pupil stops on bus routes approved by the administrative
offieer authorized person. Loading or unloading in a designated turn lane or in a lane immediately adjacent to a designated turn lane
is prohibited unless the turn lane is a designated school bus stop at which ehildeen pupils are not required to cross the road. Under
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these circumstances, the bus must stop at the extreme right-hand side of the turn lane and the eight-light system and stop arm should
not be used. Loading and unloading students pupils within an intersection is prohibited.

No pupils may be in the bus while the fuel tank is being filled. On leaving the vehicle when pupils are in the bus, the driver shall
stop the motor, remove the ignition key, set the brakes, and otherwise render the bus immobile.

The edministrative effieer authorized person shall see that no materials, including guns, loaded or unloaded; gasoline cans, empty
or full; animals, except service dogs accompanying persons with disabilities; or any other object of a dangerous or objectionable
nature are transported in the school bus when ehidres pupils are being transported.

Subp. 3. Driving on school grounds. Buses must not be run backwards on the school grounds or at any other point if it can be
avoided. If necessary to run a bus backwards, the driver should have adequate visibility to determine if any moving vehicles are
within 500 feet in either direction, when on roadways. When there is a pupil pick-up or unloading at a backing point, the driver
shall always load before backing and unload after backing. No pupils shewld may be outside the bus when it is backing.

Subp. 4. In case of accidents. In case of an accident or breakdown of the bus the driver shall not leave the bus, but shall send
two of the patrol or other responsible pupils to the nearest house to summon help.

Immediate reports of all accidents, however slight, involving the school bus must be made by the driver to the administrative
effieer authorized person and to any other authorities as required by law, rule, or regulation. The driver shall prepare and keep all
records and reports required by the administrative effieer authorized person.

7470.1100 DRIVER OF TYPE A, B, C, OR D BUS.
The driver of a type A, B, C, or D school bus shall:

D. load or unload pupils only where the view is unobstructed to the motorist for S00 feet in either direction on a roadway with
a speed limit of 35 miles per hour or greater and where the view is unobstructed for at least 100 feet where the speed limit is less
than 35 miles per hour;
7470.1200 FLAGGING AT RAILROAD GRADE CROSSINGS.

A schoo] bus must not be flagged across railroad grade crossings except at such railroad grade crossings as the local school autho-
rized person may designate,

Flagging must be done in the following manner.

The pupil or bus monitor shall take a position so as to have a clear view of the railroad tracks in both directions. If a train is
approaching, the pupil or monitor shall not cross the track but shall face the bus and signal the bus not to proceed by holding up both
hands above the head. On making certain that the track is clear and safe for crossing, the pupil or monitor shall signal the driver to
cross the tracks by a forward motion of an upraised arm. The driver must be sure to check for approaching trains and be certain it is
safe to cross before driving the bus across the tracks. The pupil or monitor shall not reenter the bus until the bus has crossed the
tracks to a safe distance.

A scheel bus must not be Hagped aeross ratlroad grade erossings exeept at sueh railroad grade eressings as the loeal schoel
7470.1400 OPERATION OF TYPE III1 SCHOOL BUSES.

Subpart +- Applieation: The operating rules in parts 7470.1000 to 7470.1500 govern the operation of Type III school buses used
for transporting sehoet ehildren pupils when owned and operated by a school district or nonpublic school, or privately owned and
operated under an agreement with a school district or nonpublic school. Type ITI school buses are restricted to automobiles, station
wagons, and other vehicles having a manufacturer’s rated seating capacity of ten or fewer people including the driver, and a gross
vehicle weight rating of 10,000 pounds or less.

7470.1600 TRANSPORTING PUPILS WITH DISABILITY.

Subpart 1. Services provided. Minnesota Statutes, section 120.17, requires schoo!l districts to provide special education and ser-
vices for a school age resident with a disability. Accordingly, free transportation services must be provided to any child with a dis-
ability who requires special transportation services because of the child’s disabling conditions or special program needs.

Parts 7470.1600 and 7470.1700 apply to transportation of a child with a disability, as defined in Minnesota Statutes. section
120.03, when the disabling conditions of the child are such that the child cannot be safely transported on the regular school bus
route or when the child is transported on a special route for the purpose of attending an approved special education program.

Parts 7470.1600 and 7470.1700 are not applicable to parents who transport their own child under contract with a school district or
nonpublic schoo].

Subp. 3. Length of transit time. The length of time a ehild pupil with a disability is transported must be appropriate to the phys-
ical, mental, and emotional well-being of the ehild pupil. In general, a ehild pupil with a disability should not spend more time in
transit than a ehild pupil without a disability except as may be required because of the unique location of the ehitd~s pupil’s educa-
tional program.

Subp. 5. Additional assistance; determination. Vehicles used to transport pupils with a disability must be equipped with a
two-way communications system or have a responsible aide, or both, to provide necessary assistance and supervision that cannot
safely be provided by the driver. A school district may determine that reither & communication system ner an aide is required. The
determination of whether a eommunieation system of an aide; of beth; afe js required must reflect the needs of the pupils and be
based on such factors as disabilities of pupils transported, distance traveled, density of population, terrain, and any other factors that
may affect the safety of the pupil passengers. Exceptions to this subpart may be made upon mutual agreement between the parents
and the school district.

Subp. 6. Special equipment. Specially adapted seats, support, or protective devices must be provided for all pupils who require
the devices to ensure their safe transportation. These devices must be selected by the school district in consultation with the ehHd*s
pupil’s parents and on the basis of the specific needs of the individual ehild pupil with a disability.

Subp. 7. Wheelchair securement. A school bus used to transport students pupils in wheelchairs must be equipped with fasten-
ing devices that will hold the wheelchairs securely in a fixed position.

7470.1700 DRIVERS AND AIDES FOR PUPILS WITH DISABILITY.

Subpart 1. Drivers generally. Each driver of a vehicle for pupils with a disability sheuid shall be carefully selected to fulfill the
unigue assure the driver can perform the requirements of the job. Drivers must be assigned to each route on a regular basis when-
ever possibie.

Subp. 2- 3, Training. Each driver and aide assigned to a vehicle transporting pupils with a disability must:

Opinions Sought In the Matter of the Proposed Rules Relating to Interstate Banking

NOTICE IS HEREBY GIVEN that the Minnesota Department of Commerce is seeking information or opinions from sources
outside the agency in preparing to propose the repeal of the rules relating to Acquisition Applications and Performance Ratings for
banks and bank holding companies. This notice will supersede a similar Notice of Solicitation published in the State Register on
September 5, 1995. This revised notice adds to the scope of rules under consideration for repeal, Chapter 2660 relating to savings
associations. The adoption of the rules is authorized by Minnesota Statutes, Sections 45.023; 46.01, subd. 2; 48.93, subd. 3; 48.97,
subd. 1; Chapter 202, 1995 Session Laws, Article 4, Section 2; Section 48.99, subd. 4; and Section 51A.58, which permit the com-
missioner of commerce to promulgate rules relating to banks and other financial institutions and relating to interstate banking.
Outside opinion is also solicited as to how the rules will affect small businesses as defined under Minnesota Statutes, Section
14.115, subd. 1.

The scope of rules under consideration for repeal include Chapter 2655, Interstate Banking, parts 2655.0100 to 2655.1300 inclu-
sive and Savings Associations, Chapter 2660. Specifically, the rules will repeal unnecessary and obsolete parts relating to those
sections of the Reciprocal Interstate Banking Act, Minnesota Statutes, Sections 47.80 to 47.85 and 48.90 to 48.992 repealed by
Laws of Minnesota 1995, Chapter 202, effective May 25, 1995, August 1, 1995 and September 29, 1995. These rules govern the
application, approval, community reinvestment rating and reporting procedures relating to the acquisition of Minnesota banks and
savings associations by out-of-state bank holding companies since 1987 and are repeated in rules granting branchlike authority for
savings associations required by Minnesota Statutes, Section 51A.58. Under the various effective dates above, recent legislation
conforms to the Federal Riegle-Neal Interstate Banking and Branching Efficiency Act of 1994. The repealed provisions of these
rules correspond to statutory language repealed or to be repealed. These rules, if promulgated before August 1, 1995 or September
29, 1995, will require deferred effective dates.

The groups or individuals to be affected by the repeal or these rules are banks and bank holding companies in other states either
owning Minnesota banks or bank holding companies, or those intending on applying to acquire a Minnesota bank or bank holding
company.

The department does not contemplate appointing an advisory committee or advisory task force to comment on the proposed rules.

The Minnesota Department of Commerce requests information and opinions concerning the subject matter of the rules.
Interested persons or groups may submit data or views on the subject matter of concern in writing or orally. Written statements
should be addressed to:

Additional rules may need to encompass items overlooked in the last revision of the ionizing radiation
rules, such as requirements for shielding an industrial Class A x-ray room. New rule parts being considered apply to the use of nat-
urally occurring or accelerator produced radioactive material (NARM) in wireline service operations and subsurface tracer studies
to conform with existing rules by this department or rules of other Minnesota departments or agencies. This includes rules relating
to well drilling; sealing abandoned wells, mineral extraction and ground water pollution.

The department is proposing to update existing industrial x-ray rule parts which have not been revised since 1971. These rules
address the safe use of industrial, analytical, cabinet and cabinet baggage industrial x-ray equipment and industrial accelerators.
Existing rules will be updated to conform to state of the art technology in radiation safety policies, procedures, and warning systems
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and devices. New rules or modified rules will be developed relating to radiation symbol and labeling; user safety requirements; and
records to be maintained by the user. The department is considering the adoption by reference of federal performance requirements
for cabinet and cabinet baggage x-ray units as described in Code of Federal Regulations, Title 21, Subchapter J, part 1020.40,
cabinet x-ray systems.

The Minnesota Department of Health is seeking information or opinions from sources outside the department in preparing to
revise existing Minnesota Rules, parts 4730.2700 and 4730.2800 which apply to industrial use of and disposal of radium-226.
These rule parts will be revised to reflect changes in the last 25 years in the uses of NARM which include radionuclides such as
radium-226 and cobalt-57. This would include the proper use, storage and leak testing of soil moisture-density gauges containing
radium-226 and the x-ray fluorescence analyzers for lead in paint that contain cobalt-57 sources.

The Minnesota Department of Health is seeking information or opinions from sources outside the department in preparing to
revise existing Minnesota Rules, parts 4730.3500 which applies to users of naturally occurring or accelerator produced radioactive
material (NARM) and U.S. Nuclear Regulatory Commission (NRC) byproduct and source radioactive material. The revision of the
table of registration possession exemption quantities in part 4730.3500 is necessary to include numerous radionuclides now being
produced by accelerators that were not available at the time the rule was last revised in 1971. The regulation of NARM materials is
under the jurisdiction of the MDH; not the U.S. Nuclear Regulatory Commission (NRC).

Authority for the Commissioner of Health to adopt new rules and amend existing rules relating to Ionizing Radiation exists in
Minnesota Statutes, sections 144.05, 144.12 and 144.121.

The department anticipates adoption of revised rules by March 1996. A copy of this notice will be mailed to all parties who have
registered their names with the department for purposes of notice of rulemaking activity; and the Minnesota Department of
Corrections; Minnesota Department of Public Safety; Minnesota Department of Natural Resources; Minnesota Pollution Contro!
